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Lawsuit against Eminence schools dismissed

The lawsuit against 
Eminence Independent 
Schools Board of 
Education regarding 
their recent tax increase 
has been dismissed. 

Eminence resident 


Justin Atchison filed the 
lawsuit on the basis that 
EIS had passed the tax 
levy improperly following 
what he considered to be 
an inaccurate legal notice 
reflecting the previous 
tax rates, the compen¬ 
sating rate and the pro¬ 
posed rate and the funds 
realized from each. 


“Our contention was 
that in the notice all 
of their numbers were 
wrong. You could not 
take their numbers and 
back them out and make 
the math work,” said 
Perry Arnold, Atchison’s 
attorney in the case. 

In testimony, 

Chay Bitter with the 


Kentucky Department 
of Education Office of 
District Support Services, 
told the court the sample 
notice provided to the 
Board was based on 
an unaudited financial 
report that provided 
an incorrect revenue 
amount. He also testified 
that KDE interprets the 


repeated use of “expect¬ 
ed” in the statute regard¬ 
ing publishing these 
notices to mean funds 
anticipated and figures in 
the notice are at best an 
estimate or guess. 

Henry County Circuit 
Court Judge Karen 
Conrad ruled that “the 
Board is entitled to rely 


upon the KDE for guid¬ 
ance and did so in this 
instance and “the Board 
is in compliance...and 
provided the correct 
figure for the fiscal year 
2013,” which satisfied 
the requirements of the 
statute.

Mayor provides 
updates

At the rescheduled April meeting of the City of 
Campbellsburg, Mayor Rex Morgan provided the 
council with a few updates of ongoing projects. 

Among them is the community center. Morgan 
advised the council that the drains have been 
installed in the lot beside the center, after the 
removal of a petroleum tank. Next steps include 
installing the playground equipment and pouring 
sidewalks. There is an issue with one of the play¬ 
ground slides being too close to the sidewalk, but 
the mayor felt as though that could be resolved eas¬ 
ily enough. 

“Everything’s going as planned, and nobody’s 
said anything about any problems that I am aware 
of,” Morgan said. 

Also on the agenda was an update of the “old 
black schoolhouse.” Morgan told the council that 
after the last article printed in the Henry County 
Local , he was approached by a potential donor, who 
wishes to be anonymous at this point, who might 
support the costs of moving the building. And 
although where to place the structure is still a point 
of discussion, Morgan was pleased to know that the 
project could move forward. 

“The key is we have some people with some 
financial backing,” Morgan said. “We want to get 
it on the historic registry so that it is advertised and 
people would come to Campbellsburg to see it, 
instead of just by chance seeing a sign to see thats 
it’s here. Anything to purposefully get people to 
come here is a good thing.” 

Costs to move the structure are estimated at 
between $8000 and $10,000, with additional mon¬ 
ies needed to prepare a foundation at the new loca¬ 
tion. Morgan said he needs to firm up the costs, 
touch base with the state historical society, talk 
with the potential donor for a commitment, and 
approach the current owner with the city’s plan. 

In other business: 

•The city is currently considering an ordinance 
to address open burning in the city limits. Initial 
thoughts are to require residents to fill out an 
application to conduct an open burn, which would 
be approved by Campbellsburg Fire Chief David 
Noe. Noe would also be given the authority to

At the root of her 
involvement, Gregory 
credits her drive to help 
people, saying that she 
became a nurse because 
of that desire and that 
she joined extension for 
the same reasons. She 
also said, though, that 
there’s more to it than 
that. 

“You can have a drive, 
but the energy it turns 
off is phenomenal,” 
Gregory said. “And every 
day, you wake up and 
you say, ‘this is what I 
get to do today.’” She 
added that she never 
thought of what she 
had to do. Rather, she 
thought of what she got 
to do. 


Gregory has been 
attending 4-H camp 
for 28 years. In all that 
time, she said that she’s 
learned that children 
never forget their men¬ 
tors. “You may forget 
them,” she said. “But 
they’ll walk up to you 
and they’ll never forget 
you.” 

Gregory also told a 
story of a boy named 
Eric, whom she met 
through 4-H camp. Eric 
was involved in the 1988 
Carrollton Bus Crash 
that killed 27 people. 

“I was one of the first 
ones on the scene that 
night,” Gregory recalled. 
“From my house to the 
interstate was, like, seven 
minutes.. .And not know¬ 
ing any of these children, 
I had had [Eric] in 4-H 
at some point.. .He was 
burnt to a crisp. And

When he filed the 
lawsuit, Atchison hoped 
to force the Board to 
rescind the tax rate down 
to 4 percent, instead of 
the 10 percent increase 
the Board approved. 

“I’m disappointed that 
we lost the battle, but 
I’m not as disappointed 
in the decision for me 
personally but for the 
taxpayers of Eminence 
that we weren’t able to 
get their taxes lowered,” 
Atchison said. “I’m dis¬ 
appointed the judge ruled 
the way she did and I 
don’t believe the judge’s 
decision was based on 
testimony.” 

Buddy Berry, EIS 
superintendent, said the 
judge’s ruling validated 
the Board’s actions. 

“There were lots of 
accusations that we had 
not done things cor¬ 
rectly,” Berry said. “It 
is extremely validating 
that the judge’s decision 
strongly concluded that 
the Board went above 


and beyond in every 
aspect of our process and 
policies. It speaks to our 
integrity. We did every¬ 
thing appropriately.” 

While his lawsuit was 
unsuccessful in reducing 
the tax levy, Atchison said 
that something positive 
did result. 

“It brought more 
awareness to the public. 
Taxpayers are going to 
have to pay closer atten¬ 
tion to everything the 
school board is doing 
because we’ve got school 
board members and a 
superintendent that have 
no regard for the public’s 
opinion,” Atchison said. 
“If they actually cared 
what the public thought 
then they would have let 
the tax levy go to a pub¬ 
lic vote. 

“I have nothing against 
children, nothing against 
the Eminence education 
process. I think it’s a 
great school,” Atchison 
added. “I have a prob¬ 
lem with elected officials 
thinking they can just 
levy whatever tax they 
want to on the public 
with no one questioning 
it.”

I’m walking around, 
doing triage.

And I was 
president of our home¬ 
maker’s in Port Royal. 
Then, I was nominated 


for Farm Homemaker of 
the Year and got to go 
down to Atlanta.” 

Gregory has also 
received numerous 
Extension and 4-H 
awards for her service. 
The way she sees it, 
though, the awards were 
never the important 
part, as she has left her 
awards at the Extension 
Office, instead of taking 
them to her home. She 
also encourages everyone 


to be involved in local 
Extension activities. 

“It’s there, so why 
not take advantage of it? 
Learn from it,” Gregory 
said.

I’ll 
let a friend of mine from the 
Port Royal neighborhood 
tell you: “...when commu¬ 
nity falls, so must fall all the 
things that only community 
life can engender and pro¬ 
tect: the care of the old, the 
care and education of chil¬ 
dren, family life, neighborly 
work, the handing down 
of memory, the care of the 
earth, respect for nature and 
the lives of wild creatures.” 

In one column I cited 
three factors that should be 
the focus of our economic 
development efforts: edu¬ 
cation, sustainability and 
reviving our small towns—as 
opposed to pointlessly pray¬ 
ing for a small manufacturing 
plant or two. If a business 
owner looks at us to open or 
relocate a business, she needs 
to know whether we offer a 
good balance between work 
and life. Are there welcom¬ 
ing neighborhoods? What 
about your school system? 
Everyone offers tax breaks to 
prospective businesses, but 
that has nothing to do with 
quality of life. 

Broadly put, more money 
means better education. The 
consequences of low tax rates 
are struggling schools. 

It continues to baffle 
me that we have not taken 
advantage of our agricul¬ 
tural heritage and strongly 
embraced the sustainability 
movement. It’s a no-brainer. 

But here’s one good thing: 
the opening of the corporate 
behemoth in Eminence has 
generated three local phar¬ 
macies in Campbellsburg, 
Eminence and New Castle.

On the other hand, now 
rising from the “gouged 
moonscape” in Eminence 
are two shiny new islands 
of commerce that connect 
to nothing and stand for 
even less. “We have become 
accustomed to living in 
places where nothing relates 
to anything else, where dis¬ 
order, unconsciousness and 
the absence of respect reign 
unchecked.”

A group of Henry 
County seniors has been 
learning what life is 
like for those among us 
who are disabled. Led 
by Anna Moore and 
Brandon Valentine, the 
group is raising money 
and raising awareness 
for the challenges of the 
handicapped. 

“We wanted to get 
people in wheelchairs, 
to see how difficult it is 
to get around in wheel¬ 
chairs, and the challenges 
[the handicapped] face 
every day,” Valentine 
said. 

The group organized 
an event over the week¬ 
end which included 
wheelchair basketball, 
food and a silent auction. 
Valentine, who played in 
the basketball game, said 
that it was much harder 
than he thought it would 
be. “It was tough,” he 
laughed. 

“I didn’t even play 
basketball,” Moore 
chimed in. “I just raced 
around and I was tired. 


I don’t know how the 
boys did it.” Along those 
same lines, they said that 
the group wasn’t pre¬ 
pared for how difficult it 
can be just to get around 
in a wheelchair. 

“We have two people 
in wheelchairs in our 
group,” Moore said. 
“And they were say¬ 
ing how much trouble 
they have getting up the 
ramps. And we only have 
one ramp in the school. 
Our friend Tyler has a 
manual wheelchair and 
he can’t even get up it. 
So we have a ramp, but 
he can’t even get up it 
by himself.” 

Due to various rea¬ 
sons, the group was 
unable to give money to 
the school to increase 
mobility for handicapped 
persons, so they decided 
to donate to the char¬ 
ity Friends For Michael 
instead. “They [special¬ 
ize in] spinal cord inju¬ 
ries,” Moore said. “So 
we chose them. And 
we’ve raised $606 so far. 
And we’re still raising 
money until May 15.” 

“If someone in the 


community needs 
money for a wheelchair 
or something like that, 
they’ll help pay for that,” 
added Valentine. 

Overall, the students 
have considered this 
a learning experience. 
Valentine said that he’s 
been surprised at how 
supportive the commu¬ 
nity has been. 

“It’s amazing how 
much they’ll help. If you 
go out and ask, I mean, 
there are 12 of us and 
we raised $600. It’s just 
amazing how, if you 
really try, you can raise 
something. Honestly, I 
didn’t really think we 
were gonna do much 
when we found out at 
the beginning of the year 
that we were gonna do 
something.” 

According to Moore 
and Valentine, the expe¬ 
rience has made them 
more aware of their role 
in the community and 
has helped them see that 
they can make a differ¬ 
ence. 

“It made us really 
realize that we could do 
something for the com¬

Henry County’s roll¬ 
ing topography has 
always made this a great 
place for raising livestock, 
partly because our land 
is well suited for grazing 
and making hay. 

The Kentucky Grazing 
School, May 21-22, 
at the UK Research 
Farm near Versailles, is 
designed to give live¬ 
stock farmers the latest 
information to help them 
maximize total produc¬ 
tion capability for their 
farm. 

Several of our pro¬ 
ducers have attended 
the Master Grazer and 
Horse Owner Grazing 
Schools we’ve held over 
the past few years, and 
survey results tell us they 
have greatly benefitted. 
Here is the chance to get 
an intensive course and 


find out how to make 
the most beneficial strat¬ 
egy for your farm. 

Research and observa¬ 
tion tell us that every 
extra day grazing dur¬ 
ing the year is cheaper 
than feeding stored/ 
purchased feed. While 
we are likely not able to 
graze year round, some 
strategies can get us to a 
goal of 300 grazing days 
per year, having to feed 
hay only 2 months. 

To do this however, 
requires much atten¬ 
tion to the animal needs 


and at the same time 
knowing how to prop¬ 
erly care for the needs of 
the plant. The Grazing 
School will focus on 
ruminants (beef, dairy, 
sheep, and goats), but 
horse enthusiasts may 
benefit from the program 
also. 

The list of instruc¬ 
tors for the Grazing 
School is stellar. You’ll 
be learning from for¬ 
age specialists like Dr. 
Garry Lacefield, Dr. Ray 
Smith, and Sid Brantley. 
Livestock specialists 


Dr. Jeff Lehmkuhler, 
Kevin Laurent, and Dr. 
Michelle Arnold will join 
fencing specialist Jeremy 
McGill in helping under¬ 
stand the livestock side of 
the equation. 

A pre-registration 
is required. We have 
signup material available 
at the Henry County 
Extension Office at 845- 
2811. 


DECEASED FARM 
ANIMAL DISPOSAL 

While I expect most 
livestock producers know 
this, I want to remind 
everyone that Henry 
County Fiscal Court 
maintains a contract with 
Harmon Bros., Inc. of 
Warsaw, to operate a 
Deceased Farm Animal 
Disposal Program for the 


County. 

At present, all pick¬ 
ups are at no charge to 
the farmer- the cost is 
borne by a partnership 
funding effort by the 
Fiscal Court, the Henry 
County Conservation 
District, the Henry 
County Farm Bureau, 
and the Henry County 
Agriculture Development 
Council. 

Over 250 Henry 
County farmers have 
utilized the 'Dead 
Wagon’ service by call¬ 
ing Harmon Bros, at 
859-567-2111. Ifyou 
are raising livestock, you 
need to keep this num¬ 
ber by your house phone 
and in your 'smart’ 
phone. Once you make 
the call, you’ll be asked 
the specific location, and 
you’ll be asked to get the 


deceased animal to an 
area of the farmstead eas¬ 
ily accessible to the truck 
or trailer. 

While nobody wants to 
have to use this service, 
in the livestock world it 
is inevitable that some 
animals die. Using this 
service helps insure that 
the unpleasantness which 
accompanies these deaths 
is kept to a minimum. 

While this service is 
free for Henry County 
farmers, livestock pro¬ 
ducers in a majority of 
Kentucky’s counties pay 
for the service, and some 
do not even have this 
service. 

You can thank the 
leadership and member¬ 
ship of the organizations 
listed above for con¬ 
tinuing to provide this 
important service.

The Henry County real property tax roll will be 
opened for inspection from May 5 through May 
19, 2014. Under the supervision of the property 
valuation administrator or one of the deputies, any 
person may inspect the tax roll. 

This is the January 1, 2014, assessment on 
which state, county, and school taxes for 2014 will 
be due about December 31, 2014. 

The tax roll is in the office of the property valu¬ 
ation administrator in the county courthouse and 
may be inspected between the hours 8:00 a.m. 
and 4:00 p.m. 

Any taxpayer desiring to appeal an assess¬ 
ment on real property made by the PVA must first 
request a conference with the PVA or a desig¬ 
nated deputy. The conference may be held prior 
to or during the inspection period. 

After the conference with the PVA or desig¬ 
nated deputy, any taxpayer still aggrieved by an 
assessment on real property may appeal to the 
county board of assessment appeals. 

The taxpayer can appeal his assessment by 
filing in person or sending a letter or other written 
petition stating the reasons for appeal, identifying 
the property and stating the taxpayer’s opinion of 
the fair cash value of the property. 

The appeal must be received in the county 
clerk’s office no later than one work day following 
the conclusion of the inspection period. 

A taxpayer failing to appeal to the county 
board of assessment appeals, or failing to appear 
before the board, either in person or by desig¬ 
nated representative, will not be eligible to appeal 
directly to the Kentucky Board of Tax Appeals. 

Appeals of personal property assessments 
shall not be made to the county board of assess¬ 
ment appeals. Personal property taxpayers 
shall be served notice under the provisions of 
KRS 132.450(4) and shall have the protest and 
appeal rights granted under the provisions of KRS 
131.110. 

The following steps should be taken when a 
taxpayer does not agree with the assessed value 
of personal property as determined by the prop¬ 
erty valuation administrator. 

(1) He must list under protest (for certification) 
what he believes to be the fair cash value of 
his property. 

(2) He must file a written protest directly 
with the Department of Revenue, Office 

of Property Valuation within 30 days from the date 
of the notice of assessment. 

(3) This protest must be in accordance with 
KRS 131.110 

(4) The final decision of the Department 
of Revenue may be appealed to the 
Kentucky Board of Tax Appeals.

"Sounds Familiar" 
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Child Find for Children with Disabilities in Need of Special Education or 504 Services 
CHILD FIND - MAY 12, 2014 

The Eminence Independent and Henry County School District keeps educational records in a secure loca¬ 
tion in each school and Board office. 

The Eminence Independent and Henry County School District obtains written consent from a parent or 
eligible student (age 18 or who is attending a postsecondary institution), before disclosing personally identifi¬ 
able information to an entity or individual not authorized to receive it under FERPA. 

For students who have been determined eligible for Special Education, educational records will be 
destroyed at the request of the parents when they are no longer needed to provide educational programs or 
services. The Eminence Independent and Henry County School District may destroy the educational records 
of a child without parent request seven years after they are no longer needed to provide educational programs 
or services. Parents are advised that data contained in the records may later be needed for Social Security 
benefits or other purposes. The Eminence Independent and Henry County School District may retain, for 
an indefinite period of time, a record of the student’s name, address, telephone number, grades, attendance 
records, classes attended, grade level completed, and year completed. 

Children eligible for Special Education include those children with disabilities who have autism, deaf¬ 
blindness, developmental delay, emotional-behavior disability, hearing impairment, mental disability, multiple 
disabilities, orthopedic impairment, other health impairment, specific learning disability, speech or language 
impairment, traumatic brain injury, or visual impairment and who because of such an impairment need Special 
Education services. 

Children eligible for 504 services include those children who have a current physical or mental impairment 
that currently substantially limits some major life activity which causes the student’s ability to access the school 
environment or school activities to be substantially limited. 

The Eminence Independent and Henry County School District has an ongoing “Child Find” system, which 
is designed to locate, identify and evaluate any child residing in a home, facility, or residence within its geo¬ 
graphical boundaries, age three (3) to twenty-one (21) years, who may have a disability and be in need of Spe¬ 
cial Education or 504 services. This includes children who are not in school; those who are in public, private, 
or home school; those who are highly mobile such as children who are migrant or homeless; and those who 
are advancing from grade to grade, who may need but are not receiving Special Education or 504 services. 

The district’s “Child Find” system includes children with disabilities attending private or home schools 
within the school district boundaries who may need special education services. 

The Eminence Independent and Henry County School District will make sure any child enrolled in its 
district who qualifies for Special Education or 504 services, regardless of how severe the disability, is provided 
appropriate Special Education or 504 services at no cost to the parents of the child. 

Parents, relatives, public and private agency employees, and concerned citizens are urged to help the 
Eminence Independent and Henry County School District find any child who may have a disability and need 
Special Education or 504 services. The District needs to know the name and age, or date of birth of the child; 
the name, address, and phone number(s) of the parents or guardian; the possible disability; and other informa¬ 
tion to determine if Special Education or 504 services are needed. 

Letters and phone calls are some of the ways the Eminence Independent and Henry County School District 
collects the information needed. The information the school District collects will be used to contact the parents 
of the child and find out if the child needs to be evaluated or referred for Special Education or 504 services.

Two Henry County 
High School athletes, 
Ashton Pennington and 
Matt Sallee, have been 
named to the 2014 tom- 
leachky.com All-Resilient 
Team. According to a 
press release from tom- 
leachky.com, the team 
honors Kentucky high 
school student-athletes 
who overcome adversity 
in order to participate in 
their favorite sports. 

Pennington is a senior 
who played for the Lady 
Cats’ basketball team 
and Sallee is a freshman 
on the Wildcats’ football 
and track teams. 

Pennington has over¬ 
come severe knee injuries 
that made her miss most 
of her freshman and 
sophomore seasons and 
limited her minutes as a 
junior. 

Pennington suffered 
from loose patellar ten-

dons, which allowed her 
kneecaps to dislocate 
easily. After her first knee 
dislocation as a freshman 
it was determined that 
she would need surgery 
to correct the issue. Her 
right knee was surgically 
repaired in March of her 
freshman year. 

Pennington suf¬ 
fered a similar injury in 
her other knee before 
her sophomore season 
started and she ended 
up having the left knee 
repaired in December. 


The surgeries involved 
shortening the ten¬ 
dons to make them 
tighter and caused 
her to miss her entire 
sophomore season. 
During her junior sea¬ 
son Pennington suffered 
a great deal of pain 
because of the tightened 
tendons. Because of this 
her minutes on the court 
were very limited. 

According to her 
coach, Todd Gilley, 
Pennington played at 
about 60 percent during 
that season. 

Pennington remem¬ 
bers that it was a tough 
road back to playing the 
game she loves. 

“The summer of my 
junior year was the hard¬ 
est,” Pennington said. 

“I couldn’t even run up 
and down the court. I 
was out of shape and the 
tendons were stretching 
out so my knees hurt all 
the time. The doctors 
had told me it would be 


very painful. I consid¬ 
ered giving up, but my 
mom and dad told me to 
keep with it. 

“I finally started feel¬ 
ing normal again in the 
summer of my senior 
year. It was the first time 
playing without pain 
since my freshman year.” 

“Not only did she 
come back and play, but 
she was a big contributor 
to our team this year,” 
Gilley said. 

Sallee was born with¬ 
out bones in his lower 
leg and has used a pros¬ 
thetic leg since he was a 
toddler. He is a lineman 
for the football team and 
participates in throwing 
events and high jump for 
the track team. 

Sallee has never con¬ 
sidered not playing 
sports. In an article in 
the Oct. 24, 2012 issue 
of the Henry County 
Local Sallee said, “I 
guess it’s not as bad 
when you’re born with it

as when you are an adult 
and lose a leg and have 
to relearn everything.” 

“Henry County is 
honored to have two 
athletes on this team,” 
Gilley said. ‘They are 
typical of the students 
this school gets. I think 
they are indicative of the 
type of people we have 
in our community and 
the type of kids we have 
at our school.” 

Henry County High 
School was the only 
school to have two ath¬ 


letes chosen to the team 
this year. There were 21 
other student-athletes 
from across the state on 
the team. James Mason 
of Anderson County, Tee 
Salinas of North Oldham 
and Chris Latimore of 
Walton-Verona were 
other 8 th Region athletes 
who made the team. 

The All-Resilient 
team was honored at 
the Kentucky High 
School Athletic Directors 
Association’s annual 
banquet Thursday night 
at Papa John’s Cardinal 
Stadium.
